The applicant shall make satisfactory arrangements with Canada Post 
Corporation and the City's Public Works and Building Department, 
for the provision of suitable sites for the installation of Canada Post 
Supermailboxes. 


The applicant shall make satisfactory arrangements with Canada Post 
for the provision of suitable mail delivery facilities. 


Prior to the submission of any grading and servicing plans, and prior 
to the registration of the plan, arrangements shall be made to the 
satisfaction of the City for the preservation of an many trees as 
possible identified by the City, as desirable for preservation. In this 
regard, the applicant shall be required to identify on the grading and 
drainage plans the landscaping plans, the trees to be retained and the 
methodology proposed for their retention. This methodology shall 
include individual tree preservation plans illustrating proposed 
building sites and working envelopes, existing and proposed grades 
and the trees to be protected or removed and shall be supported by a 
hydrologists report which recommends appropriate subdivision and 
grading techniques for the maintenance of existing surface runoff or 
ground water conditions necessary for the long term preservation of 
the trees identified for retention. All preservation and tree protection 
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measures are to be installed and inspected by the City prior to 
preservicing of the subdivision. 


Prior to registration, the applicant shall engage the services of a 
consultant to complete a noise study recommending noise control 
measures satisfactory to the City of Brampton, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the Ministry of Environment and Energy. 


The applicant shall agree that the noise control measures and noise 
warnings recommended by the acoustical report, as required in 
condition number 35 above, shall be implemented to the satisfaction 
of the City of Brampton, the Canadian Pacific Railway and the 
Ministry of Environment and Energy. 


In this regard, revisions to the plan may be necessary to achieve 
acceptable rear yard areas in conjunction with satisfactory noise 
attenuation measures. 


In the event that a slight noise level excess will remain, despite the 
implementation of the noise control features, the following warning 
clause shall be included in a registered portion of the subdivision 
agreement and in subsequent offers of purchase and sale for the 
affected lots: 


"Purchasers are advised that despite the inclusion of noise control 
features within the development area and within the individual 
building units, noise levels may continue to be of concern, 
occasionally interfering with some activities of the dwelling 
occupants." 


Prior to registration, the Ministry of Environment and Energy shall be 
notified by a copy of the fully executed subdivision agreement 
between the developer and the municipality that the noise control 
features recommended by the acoustical report and approved by the 
Ministry of Environment and Energy and the City of Brampton shall 
be implemented as approved, by requirements of the subdivision 
agreement. 


Block 9 shall be conveyed to the City and shall be landscaped to the 
satisfaction of the City. 


Those portions of Blocks 3 and 4 located between Highway Number 
7 and any noise attenuation wall required pursuant to condition 
number 35, shall be shown as blocks on the site plan within Blocks 3 
and 4 and on reference plans to be registered prior to site plan 
approval. 


The blocks referred to in condition 39 shall be conveyed to the City 
and shall be landscaped to the satisfaction of the City. In this regard, 
the applicant shall agree to provide shrub and tree planting covering a 
minimum of 50 percent of the blocks. 


The applicant shall agree to erect fencing in the locations and of the 
types as required in accordance with the City's policy and to the 
satisfaction of the City including a 1.83 metre high black vinyl chain 
link fence along the west boundary of Block 5. 


The applicant shall agree to construct a masonry wall of a height, and 
design satisfactory to the City along the boundary of Block 1 where it 
abuts Block 2 within one year of the issuance of a building permit on 
Block 1 or Block 2. 


The applicant shall agree to erect decorative wooden screen fencing 
1.8 metres high along the exterior side yard property boundaries of 
all flankage lots where noise abatement fencing is not required. 


The applicant shall agree to provide a continuous landscaped reserve 
having a minimum width of 6.0 metres on Block 1 where it abuts 
Gillingham Drive. Within this reserve, the applicant shall provide 
berms and planting to the satisfaction of the City and masonry walls 
where required to screen loading areas from the street. 


The applicant shall agree to prepare general design guidelines for the 
development which will establish basic parameters for all streetscape 
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elements including, but not necessarily limited to integration of 
building design, roof top treatments, landscaping and the treatment of 
above ground utilities. 


The applicant shall agree that where a building style incorporating an 
exposed basement is proposed, the external treatment of the exposed 
basement shall be consistent with the exterior treatment of the 
balance of the structure. 


The road widening, Block 10, shall be dedicated to the City on the 
final plan. 


The applicant shall: 


a) Agree to convey the 0.3 metre reserves (Blocks 7 and 8) 
abutting the Highway Number 7 right-of-way to the Ministry of 
Transportation; 


b) Agree that prior to registration of the plan the owner shall 
submit a copy of a traffic impact study to the Ministry of 
Transportation for their approval; and, 


c) Agree that prior to any grading or construction, satisfactory 
arrangements shall be made with the Ministry of Transportation 
for the necessary permits. 


The applicant shall: 


a) Agree to convey the 0.3 metre reserves (Blocks 11 and 12) 
abutting Hurontario Street to the City; 


b) Agree no to object to any restricted right-in/right-out access 
movements only from Hurontario Street; and, 


c) Agree to carry out any road improvements on Hurontario Street 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Public Works and 
Building prior to site plan approval on Block 1. 


Block 5 shall be conveyed to the City for park purposes in a 
condition satisfactory to the City, and the applicant shall pay cash-in- 
lieu for the balance of the parkland required in accordance with the 
Planning Act and City policy or make other arrangements to the 
satisfaction of the City for this payment. In this regard, the applicant 
is required to prepare a landscape plan in accordance with the City's 
design guidelines for Block 5 and the applicant shall carry out all 
works within the landscape plan to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner of Community Services. 


Prior to registration, the applicant shall submit for the review and 
approval of the Commissioner of Community Services, a facilities fit 
plan for Block 5, which, among other things, shall show the parking 
lot to be reoriented to face the road. 


The applicant shall agree that for those lots designated as fire break 
lots by the Fire Department the erection of the superstructure shall be 
permitted only upon the approval of the Chief Building Official and 
the Fire Chief. 


The applicant shall show, on the engineering drawings, bus stop pads 
in locations and of designs satisfactory to the Commissioner of 
Community Services. 


The applicant shall agree that: 


"An amount, minimum $20,000.00 shall be held in the Letter of 
Credit until final acceptance of the watermain systems is issued by 
the Region of Peel, to serve as protection for the private wells in the 
zone of influence of the subdivision plan. The amount shall be based 
on the anticipated cost of replacing water supplies within the zone of 
influence as shown in the schedules of the agreement. If the private 
well systems in the zone of influence deteriorate due to the servicing 
of the plan of subdivision, the developer will provide temporary 
water supply to the affected residents upon notice by the Region. If 
the quantity of water in the existing wells is not restored to its 
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original condition within a month after first identification of the 
problem, the developer will engage the services of a recognized 
hydrologist to evaluate the wells and recommend solutions including 
deepening the wells or providing a permanent water service 
connection from the watermain to the well system." 


In this regard, the applicant will be required to monitor wells, subject 
to the homeowner's permission, within the zone of influence, and to 
submit results to the Region prior to the registration or preservicing 
of the plan of subdivision. 


The applicant shall agree in the Subdivision Agreement to the 
satisfaction of the Peel Board of Education: 


a) to erect and maintain signs at the entrances to the subdivision 
which shall advise prospective purchasers that due to present 
school facilities, some of the children from the subdivision may 
have to be bused to schools, according to the Board's 
Transportation Policy. 


The above signs are to be to the Board's specifications and at 
locations determined by the Board. 


b) _ to place the following clause in bold capital type in any 
agreement of purchase and sale entered into with respect to any 
lots on this plan, within a period of five years from the date of 
registration of the subdivision agreement: 


"Whereas despite the efforts of The Peel Board of Education, 
sufficient accommodation may not be available for all 
anticipated students in neighbourhood schools, you are hereby 
notified that some students may be accommodated in temporary 
facilities or bused to schools outside of the area, according to 
the Board's Transportation Policy. You are advised to contact 
the Planning Services Department of The Peel Board of 
Education to determine the exact schools." 


Prior to registration, arrangements shall be made to the 
satisfaction of The Peel Board of Education, for the staging of 
the development of the subject lands, if required, in accordance 
with the availability of satisfactory school accommodation. 


The applicant shall agree in the Subdivision agreement to the 
satisfaction of The Dufferin-Peel Roman Catholic Separate 
School Board: 


a) to place the following clause in bold capital type in any 
agreement of purchase and sale entered into with respect to 
any residential lots on this plan until the permanent school 
for the area has been completed. This clause is to be 
inserted in English and French: 


"Whereas despite the best efforts of The Dufferin-Peel 
Roman Catholic Separate School Board, sufficient 
accommodation may not be available for all anticipated 
students from the area, you are hereby notified that 
students may be accommodated in temporary facilities 
and/or bused to a school outside of the area, and further, 
that students may later be transferred to the neighbourhood 
school." 


b) to erect and maintain signs in English and French at all 
major entrances to the subdivision which shall advise 
prospective purchasers that: 


"A NOTICE TO PARENTS: 
Lack of Provincial funding for schools requires students to be 


accommodated in temporary facilities elsewhere." 


The applicants are required to contact the Board's Planning 
Department for sign specifications. 


The applicant shall: 
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a) Prior to final registration of the plan of subdivision, or any on 
site grading submit, for the review and approval of the Ministry 
of Natural Resources, the following reports, describing: 


1. the manner in which stormwater will be conveyed from the site, 
including any stormwater management techniques that my be 
required, in accordance with the provincial "Urban Drainage 
Design Guidelines", April 1987, and "Interim Stormwater 
Quality Control Guidelines for New Development", May 1991; 


2. the impact of the proposed stormwater management techniques 
on the water quality of receiving waters as it relates to fish and 


fish habitat. 

Note: Stormwater will not be permitted to enter the 
watercourse untreated, both during or after 
development. 


b) Agree that this plan be further revised to accommodate 
stormwater management facilities, if required, as a result 
of the requirements of condition 58 a). 


c) Agree that sufficient lands for stormwater management 
purposes, if required as a result of the reports required in 
condition 58 a) above, be placed in the appropriate zoning 
category. 


d) Agree in the subdivision agreement, in wording acceptable 
to the Ministry of Natural Resources: 


1. to cause to be carried out the works referred to in 
conditions 58 a) through c) above; 


2. to design and implement on site erosion and sediment 
control, in order to meet the requirements of the Federal 
Fisheries Act. Any increase in concentration of suspended 
solids or sediment loading may be a violation of this Act. 
The Ministry of Natural Resources will monitor 
effectiveness and take appropriate action as required; 


3. to maintain all stormwater management and erosion and 
sedimentation control structures operating and in good 
repair during the construction period, in a manner 
satisfactory to the Ministry of Natural Resources. 


Bell Canada shall confirm that satisfactory arrangements, financial 
and otherwise, have been made with Bell Canada for any Bell Canada 
facilities serving this draft plan of subdivision which are required by 
the City of Brampton to be installed underground; a copy of such 
confirmation shall be forwarded to the City of Brampton. 


The owner shall agree in the Subdivision Agreement, in words 
satisfactory to Bell Canada, to grant to Bell Canada any easements 
that may be required for telecommunication services. 


The owner shall carry out a cultural heritage resource assessment of 
the subject property and, through avoidance or 
excavation/documentation, mitigate the development impacts to 
significant heritage resources found, to the satisfaction of the 
Archaeology & Heritage Planning Unit of the Ministry of Culture, 
Tourism & Recreation; and that no grading or other disturbances 
shall take place on the subject property prior to the issuance of a 
letter of clearance from the Archaeology & Heritage Planning Unit of 
the Ministry of Culture, Tourism & Recreation to the Regional 
Municipality of Peel. 


The applicant shall agree to provide, to the satisfaction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway and the City a 2.0 metre high berm, above 
the top-of-rail, having extensions or returns at the ends, to be erected 
on Blocks 4 and 9 running parallel to the railway right-of-way. The 
side slopes of this berm shall not be steeper than 4 to 1. 


The applicant shall agree to install a 1.8 metre high black vinyl chain 
link fence on the common property line between the C.P. Rail right- 
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of-way and Block 9. Ten percent of the cost of the fence erected on 
Block 9 is to be taken as a cash reserve for future repairs and 
maintenance of the fence. 


The applicant shall agree to heavily plant (100%) the westerly half of 
Block 9 and to sod and plant the easterly half of Block 9 with 25% of 
the area planted with a mixture of deciduous trees, evergreens and 
shrubs to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Community 
Services. 


The applicant shall agree that the appropriate clauses be registered on 
and run with the title or included in the lease for each dwelling unit 
affected by any noise and vibration attenuation measures, advising 
that any berm, fencing, or vibration isolation features implemented 
are not to be tampered with or altered, and further that the owner 
shall have the sole responsibility for and shall maintain these features 
to the satisfaction of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 


The applicant shall agree to undertake ground vibration transmission 
testing through site tests to the satisfaction of C.P. Rail. Ifin excess 

of the acceptable levels, all dwellings within 75 metres of the nearest 
track shall be protected. The mitigative measures may include: 


a) supporting the building on rubber pads between the 
foundation and the occupied structure so that the 
maximum vertical natural frequency of the structure on the 
pads is 12 Hz; 


b) _ insulating the building from the vibration originating at the 
railway tracks by an intervening discontinuity or by 
installing adequate insulation outside the building, 
protected from the compaction that would reduce its 
effectiveness so that vibration in the building became 
unacceptable; or 


c) other suitable measure that will retain their effectiveness 
over time. 


The applicant shall agree that the appropriate clauses be registered on 
and run with the title or included in the lease for each dwelling unit 
warning prospective purchasers or tenants of the existence of the 
Railway's operating right-of-way; the possibility of alterations 
including the possibility that the Railway may expand its operations, 
which expansion may affect the living environment of the residents 
notwithstanding the inclusion of noise and vibration attenuating 
measures in the design of the subdivision and individual units, and 
that the Railway will not be responsible for complaints or claims 
arising from the use of its facilities and/or operations. 


The applicant shall agree that any proposed alterations to the existing 
drainage pattern affecting railway property must receive prior 
concurrence from the Railway, and be substantiated by a drainage 
report to be reviewed by the Railway. 


A 1.83 metre high chain link fence shall be constructed and 
maintained along the common property line of the Railway and Block 
4 by the developer at his expense and the developer is made aware of 
the necessity of including a covenant running with the lands, in all 
deeds, obliging the purchasers of the land to maintain the fence in a 
satisfactory condition at their expense. 


The applicant shall agree that any proposed utilities under or over 
railway property to serve the development must be approved prior to 
their installation and be covered by the Railway's standard agreement. 


Prior to registration, the Region of Peel is be to advised by the City of 
Brampton that conditions | through 47, inclusive, 49 to 53 inclusive 
and 62 to 64 inclusive have been carried out to the City's satisfaction. 


A public meeting be held in accordance with City Council procedures, and 
Subject to the results of the public meeting, staff be directed to prepare an 


appropriate amendment to the Official Plan and zoning by-law and that 
draft approval of the proposed plan of subdivision be subject to the 
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following conditions: 


The approval be based on the draft plan prepared by KLM Planning Partners 
Inc., dated January 17, 1994, and red-line revised as follows: 


the right of way for Streets 6, 10, 13 and 16 be labelled 20.0 metres wide and 
the abutting lots be relotted accordingly; 


Street | have a right-of-way width of 32.0 metres for a distance of 80 metres 
north of the northerly limit of Bovaird Drive, then street 1 taper over a 
distance of 60.0 metres to a width of 30.0 metres. Maintain this 30.0 metre 
width to a point 45.0 metres north of the intersection of Streets 2 and 3, then 
tapering over a distance of 100.0 metres to the base right-of-way of 23.0 
metres. Relot lot 226 and blocks 502, 503, 506 and 522 accordingly; 


Streets 2 and 3 at Street 1 be revised to provide a 30.0 metre right-of-way for 
a distance of 45.0 metres east and west of Street #1. Tapering then over a 
distance of 80.0 metres to the base right-of-way of 26.0 metres and relot lot 
338 and blocks 502 and 515 accordingly; 


Street 7 intersect Street 3 at a 90 degree angle and relot lots 94 and 95 and 
blocks 510 and 511 accordingly; 


delete from the plan the portion of Street 1 south of N39 degrees 39'49" and 
label the west limit of the subject property south of this line R=175.0 
(northern portion) and R=174.5 (southern portion); 
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f) increase the frontage of Block 506 on Street 12 to 50 metres and label the 
area for Block 506 as 0.33 hectares and Block 502 as 0.61 hectares; 


g) delete lots 484 to 500 both inclusive and Block 523 Elementary School and 
replace with lots 484 to 496 both inclusive fronting on Street 1 and Block 523 
Separate Elementary School with an minimum area of 2.4 hectares and 
frontage on Street 15; 


h) add 0.3 metre reserves along the road frontage of Blocks 502, 503, 504, 520, 
521 and 522; 


i) label Blocks 507 to 519 both inclusive as 3 metres wide; and 
j) delete the statistical block. 


A Subdivision Agreement shall be entered into by the applicant, the City of 
Brampton and the Region of Peel to satisfy all financial, legal, and engineering 
matters, including landscaping and the installation of municipal services, and other 
requirements of the City of Brampton and the Region of Peel, including the 
payment of Regional and City development charges in accordance with their 
respective Development Charges By-laws. 


The applicant shall agree to grant easements, as may be required for the installation 
of utilities and municipal services, to the appropriate authorities. 


The applicant shall agree to support the appropriate amendment to the Official Plan 
and zoning by-law to permit the development of these lands in accordance with the 
draft approved plan of subdivision. The applicant shall agree that the clerk's 
certificate for the zoning by-law shall not be issued until Official Plan Amendment 
247 relating to the housing mix and density flexibility policies for the Sandringham 
Wellingdale Secondary Plan is approved by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs. 


The proposed road allowances, road widenings and/or daylight corners shall be 
dedicated as public highways on the final plan proposed for registration. 


Development of the plan shall be staged to the satisfaction of the City. In this 
regard, among other things, staging of the development of the plan shall be based 
on the timing of road improvements, both within, and outside of the secondary plan 
area, as outlined in Appendix B to Official Plan Amendment 149, the timing of 
schools to serve this subdivision, the timing of the development of a second major 
health care facility in the City, and the timing of the provision of other essential 
services and facilities for this subdivision. In this regard the applicant shall agree to 
enter into an equitable phasing agreement if and when required by the City. 


The proposed streets shall be named to the satisfaction of the City of Brampton and 
the Region of Peel. In this regard, the proposed street names must be submitted as 
soon as possible after draft approval has been received so that finalization of the 
draft plan is not delayed. 


The applicant shall agree to create easements for maintenance purposes for all lots 
where less than 1.2 metres (4 foot) side yards are being provided. Easements shall 
also be provided for roof overhangs, if necessary. 


Prior to the registration of the plan, arrangements shall be made to the satisfaction 
of the City for any relocation of utilities required by the development of the subject 
lands, to be undertaken at the developer's expense. 


Approval of site development plans by the City in accordance with the City's site 
development plan approval procedure shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of a 
building permit for lots 22, 23, 24, 51, 52, 53, 80, 81, 82, 108, 201, 202, 217, 225 
and Blocks 502, 503, 504, 520, 521, 522 and 523. 


The applicant shall agree to the establishment of an Architectural Control 
Committee to deal with the external appearance of the dwellings. 


The applicant shall agree that prior to Architectural Control Committee approval, 
the sale of any dwellings, or the issuance of any building permits, approval shall be 
obtained from the Commissioner of Planning and Development for features to be 
included in the design of buildings to minimize energy consumption. 


The applicant shall agree that architectural control approval shall conform with the 
Community Design Guidelines for the Sandringham and Wellington Communities 
as prepared by Milus Bollenberghe Topps Watchorn and approved by the 
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Commissioner of Planning and Development on September 23, 1991 or other 
comprehensive design guidelines, which the applicant may elect to submit for the 
proposed subdivision, and as approved by the City prior to the registration of the 
plan. Any such alternate guidelines shall maintain similar standards of architectural 
and landscape treatment as are specified in the currently approved guidelines. 


The applicant shall agree to reserve Block 520 the purpose of a religious institution 
for a period of five years from the date of registration of the entire subdivision plan 
or until 95% of the dwelling units within the subdivision plan are completed and 
can be occupied pursuant to the regulations of the Building Code Act and all 
regulations thereto, whichever occurs last. 


Prior to the initiation of any site grading or servicing and prior to the registration of 
this plan or any phase thereof, the applicant shall submit for the approval of the City 
Public Works and Building Department, the Region of Peel and Metropolitan 
Toronto and Region Conservation Authority the following: 


la) adetailed engineering report that describes the storm drainage system for the 
proposed development of the subject lands. This report should 
include: 


. plans illustrating how this drainage system will conform with 
the Sandringham Wellington Master Drainage Plan, prepared by 
Rand Engineering and currently dated March 1991; 


. stormwater management techniques which may be required to 
control minor or major flows; 


. proposed methods for controlling or minimizing erosion and 
siltation on-site and in downstream areas during and after 
construction; 

. location and description of all outlets and other facilities which 


may require permits under Ontario Regulation 158; 


. plans illustrating how the drainage system would tie into the 
drainage of surrounding properties; and 


. how external flows will be accommodated and the design 
capacity of the receiving system. 


It is recommended that the developer or his consultant contact the City Public 
Works and Building Department and the Region of Peel and the Metropolitan 
Toronto and Region Conservation Authority prior to preparing the above 
report to clarify the specific requirements of this development. 


b) plans for the treatment of the small watercourse affecting the 
site; and 
c) overall grading plans for the subject lands. 


2) That the proponent obtain all permits pursuant to Ontario Regulation 158 for 
the works described in Condition 15.1. 


The owner shall agree in the subdivision agreement, in wording acceptable to the 
City, the Region of Peel and the Metropolitan Toronto and Region Conservation 
Authority: 


a)  tocarry out, or cause to be carried out, to the satisfaction of the City, the 
Region of Peel and the Metropolitan Toronto and Region Conservation 
Authority, the recommendations referred to in the report(s), as required in 
Condition 15; 


b) _ to obtain all permits pursuant to Ontario Regulation 158 for the works 
described in Condition 15. 


The applicant shall agree that where the zoning permits 1.8 metres of separation 
between units, rear to front drainage will be permitted only if the side yards are 0 
and 1.8 metres respectively. Failing this, rear to front drainage can be 
accommodated only if the separation between units is increased to 2.4 metres. 


The applicant shall agree that stormwater overland flow routes shall be kept within 
roads or approved walkways only. 
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The horizontal and vertical alignments of all roads, including their intersection 
geometrics, shall be designed to the latest City standards and requirements. In this 
regard, minor revisions to the road pattern and intersection alignments may be 
required. 


Prior to registration, arrangements shall be made to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner of Public Works and Building for a suitable construction traffic 
route. 


The applicant shall agree to remove any trees and any vegetation on the subject 
lands as required by the City. 


The owner shall not remove any trees or topsoil from the land within the plan or 
start any grading of the land within the plan, prior to registration of the plan, 
without a topsoil removal permit issued pursuant to City of Brampton By-law 30-92 
and the approval of the City including entering into a preliminary subdivision 
agreement if required by the City. 


The applicant shall make satisfactory arrangements with the City for the provision 
of street trees along all internal streets within the subject plan, and along 
immediately abutting boulevards of adjacent streets. 


The applicant shall agree, prior to offering units for sale, to place a plan on the wall 
of the sales office(s), in a place readily available to the public, which indicates the 
following: 


those lots or blocks, in a colour coded form, that have existing and potential noise 
environmental problems; 


where parks, open space, sidewalks and bicycle paths are located; 


the type of parks and open space (i.e. passive or active). Active parks area should 
indicate the following wording: 


"playground equipment or active sports fields" 


Specifically the map will indicate that the parks, Blocks 505 and 506 shall be active 
parks and are planned to contain lighted/unlighted sportsfields and will include 
other associated facilities such as play structures, parking and walkways. 


the type and location of fencing and noise attenuation features; 


the location of all Canada Post Supermailboxes as approved by Canada Post and the 


City; 


the location of all churches and medium density blocks, including the statement that 
churches may be used for low density residential purposes if not acquired for 
church purposes, and the statement that medium density blocks may be affordable 
units; 


the locations of lots designated by the Fire Department as fire break lots; 


the location of Blocks 502, 503 and 504 including the statement that these blocks 
will be used for approximately 44, 111 and 100 units, all of which may be 
affordable units; 


the location of all schools, and commercial sites, including the statement that 
schools may be used for low density residential purposes if not acquired for school 
purposes, and the statement that the future service commercial site may be used for
